He called fo r “co o p eratio n all 
alo n g the lin e” to rebu ild the n a­ 
tio n o n so u n der lin es. 
“We p ro p o se to go fo rward an d 
n o t back,” he said.

Washin gto n to Warm Sp rin gs, 
Ga., fo r a ten -day rest, the p res­ 
iden t dedicated Ro o sev elt Sq u are, 
cen ter o f Gain esv ille’s resu rrec­ 
tio n , with federal aid, fro m a 
disastro u s to rn ado two y ears ago . 
Gain esv ille’s co -o p eratio n in 
the rebu ildin g, he said, p resen t­ 
ed a p rin cip le which if ap p lied 
to n atio n al p ro blems wo u ld “am ­ 
p ly so lv e o u r n atio n al n eeds.”

Under Secretary Ro swell Ma- 
g ill disclo sed the treasu ry was 
co nsidering calling a co nference 
o f federal and state tax admin­ 
istrato rs o n ho w to wipe o u t tax 
du plicatio ns. 
Simu ltaneo u sly , Senato r King 
(D-Utah), a member o f 
the 
Senate Finance co mmittee, said 
he wo u ld intro du ce a reso lu tio n 
directing the president to co n­ 
v ene su ch a co nference. 
Bo th Mag ill and King said a 
co nference mig ht be held du r­ 
ing the su mmer, after the pres­ 
ent tax rev isio n bill is o u t o f the 
way . 
Su ppo rt fo r the pro po sal came 
also fro m Senato r Geo rg e (D- 
Ga), a finance co mmittee mem­ 
ber. 
In testimo ny befo re the fi­ 
nance co mmittee y esterday o n 
the tax rev isio n bill, Mag ill as­ 
serted that “the o v erlapping o f 
state and federal tax es is in­ 
creasing , and needs tho ro u g h 
stu dy and pro mpt so lu tio n.” 
His co nference pro po sal fo l­ 
lo wed a statem ent by Go v erno r 
Lehman o f New Yo rk o n Mo n­ 
day that federal tax ing po licies 
are threatening state so v ereig n­ 
ty . 
Lehman wro te the co mmittee 
that “the ex tent to which the 
federal g o v ernment has and is 
ig no ring the rig hts o f the states 
in the inco me and estate tax 
fields and v irtu ally mo no po lizing 
these fields to the ex clu sio n o f 
the states is tru ly alarming .” 
The co mmittee will ho ld 
a 
clo sed sessio n to mo rro w, pro b­ 
ably to co nsider demands 
to 
o v erhau l the capital g ains and 
u ndistribu ted pro fits tax pro v i­ 
sio ns o f the ho u se-appro v ed rev ­ 
enu e bill. 
Senato r Bro wn (D-Mich), a 
co mmittee member, said o ne dis- 
pu t wo u ld co ncern pro po sals to 
bro aden the inco me tax base.

The continuance of the recession in the face 
of confident predictions by New Deal leaders and 
optimistic economic business prophets that the 
spring rise would cure every thing, seems to be 
driving toward an early adjournment of Congress. 
Congressmen and senators who face battles in 
their home communities during the primaries 
and the general election are naturally anx ious 
to go home and get busy . This anx iety to wind 
up official business in the briefest possible time, 
however, has another inspiration. The states­ 
men know that the folks back home are not en­ 
tirely satisfied with the way things are going. 
Big and little business are worried by repeated 
threats of regimentation and the fellow who is 
not in business is beginning to take notice. 
It is therefore only natural that the statesmen 
sent to Washington want to rock the economic 
boat as little as possible. That is a big reason 
why we are hearing so much talk about an early 
adjournment of Congress. It accounts also for 
the growing belief that the administration will 
cast overboard aH efforts to enact anti-trust 
legislation in this Congress, that there will be no 
wage and hour legislation and that the reorgan­ 
ization bill, if passed, will be in such form that 
even Mr. Cohen and Mr. Corcoran will hardly be 
able to recognize it. 
Business is undoubtedly worried and the rest 
of the country , aside from the arden New Deal­ 
ers who want to put reform above recovery , are 
not feeling so good either. As the financial writer 
of the Boston Transcript put it recently : 
“Consequently , one can almost bet dollars to 
doughnuts that Congress, with an election star­ 
ing in the face all the members of the House 
and one-third of the Senate, will pass no legis­ 
lation at this session which could contribute in 
any way to further unsettlement of the business 
situation. Recent performances in Congress have 
demonstrated that the law-makers no longer are 
afraid to defy the White House in consideration 
of measures in which the President is vitally in­ 
terested. They are much more interested in 
pleasing the folks back home now because, in 
the final analy sis, these are the folks that pro­ 
vide congressmen with their bread and butter. 
“So, whatever worries business men may have 
today , they need not fear th at Congress will 
make their lot any harder at this term. Many 
important issues will be put over until the nex t 
session, and Washington political observers hold 
that Congress will be more anti-adm inistration 
then than it is today .” 


A LONG PULL 
It is eight months since Japan’s onslaught on 
China began. Two months have elapsed since 
the date fix ed by the Japanese military chiefs for 
China to lie suing for peace. Instead, she is 
showing tremendous, if belated, power of resis­ 
tance, quickly mobilized resources, ample credit 
and ability to get hold of munitions and air­ 
planes. All this, despite the conquest and demo­ 
lition of the Chinese capital and the occupancy 
by the Japanese of a huge terrain. 
Latest reports from Toky o are that the Jap­ 
anese people are tired of the war, which was none 
of their making, but fomented by a strictly mili­ 
tary caste. Encouraged to save to meet higher 
tax es, they are spending money recklessly on 
amusements and gew-gaws. The bulk of the 
money the Japanese are spending for army 
equipment does not, it is true, go out of the coun­ 
try . But foreign trade is dwindling; the informa' 
boy cott on Japanese goods is having a serious 
effect; the trade deficit for 1937 of this m anu­ 
facturing nation of low-living standards amount­ 
ed to 636,000,000 y en, according to the March 
bulletin of the reliable Foreign Policy Association 
and the gold reserves are dwindling. Japan’s 
gold shipments to the United States from March 
to December, for ex ample, totaled about 8 45,000,- 
000 y en. 
Now the military is proposing in its Nationa 
Mobilization Bill a degree of economic contro 
that would make Japan a totalitarian state. Al 
ready imports for purposes of manufacture — 
Japan is our third biggest customer in raw m a­ 
terials — have been severely restricted by statute. 
The highly important tex tile industries, import­ 
ers of vast 
nil. I es of cotton and wool to m an­ 
ufacture largely for ex port, are subordinated to 
“essential” industries not in foreign trade. This 
is an instance of a nation try ing to pull itself 
up by its own bootstraps. 
It is unthinkaoie that Japan can conquer and 
permanently control a vast nation of 400,000,000 
souls. Only a huge indemnity — and that means 
a collectible indemnity — can pull the Japanese 
out of a hole they are digging deeper and deeper, 
unless the conclusions of the economists are af­ 
fected by astigmatism. The end is not y et, of 
course, but it is difficult to envisage a Japan that 
can be, for a long time to come, even as well off 
economically as when the war began. Whatever 
the outcome, Japanese “face” cannot be saved 
without the maintenance in China for a long 
time to come of a permanent military force.
